Hon, James A. MacKinnon and his com- 
panions on the recent trade-hunting mission 
headed in the right direction when they 
sailed for South Africa. The Union is the 
world’s greatest producer of gold. Canad- 
fan products sold there are paid for in the 
vellow metal or equivalent currency, readily 
translatable into United States dollars. The 
advantages of pushing exports to that 
country are abvious. And fortunately the 
opportunities are good. 

From South Africa the mission proceeded 
to Europe. There thé object was less to 
boost Canadian exports directly than to 
encourage our customer countries to seek 
markets for their products in Canada. The 
more we import from them the more we can 
sell to them, The expansion of two-way 
trade is important also because some of the 
United States dollars to be loaned to Euro- 
pean countries can be used to pay for goods 
bought in Canada. Which again will react 
to stabilize the dollar situation. 

Mr. MacKinnon has a word of warning 
for Canadian industry. The mission made 
arrangements which will mean “many, many 
millions of dollars for Canadian exporters” — 
if they can deliver the goods. That, he said, 
is the uncertain quantity in the calculation. 
The “bottleneck” is not in trade channels, 
but in the factories and other sources of 
production. The goods are not being pro- 
duced in sufficient quantities to th 
orders which are available 

The conclusion is plain enough. Every 
stoppage of a major industry, from whatever 
cause, is a blow to the export trade from 
which Canadians draw one dollar in each 
three of the national income. Worse still, 
if Canada does not fill the orders which offer 
now, our would-be customers will look some- 
where else, and will make trading arrange- 
ments and connections which will make them 
permanent customers of other countries. 

That is something to arouse the attention 
of every person who has a stake in export 
or import trade, or hopes to acquire such a 
stake. Alike employers and employes need 
to realize that this is their time of oppor- 
tunity. If they agree to keep production 
going without interruptions, they can expand 
business indefinitely, broaden and ensure 
employment, and step up the national income.

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Time to Take Steps 


Deeply perturbed by the high incidence | 


of sex crimes in his Mayor 
Robert Saunders of Toronto has called a 
special meeting of the police commission to 
discuss the menace. 

The immediate cause of this action is the 
recent murder in Toronto of a crippled child 
by a degenerate. But this dreadful case is 
only the culmination of a long series of sex 
offences. During the first eight months of 
1947, for example, 101 persons between the 
ages of 18 and 80 years were arrested in 
Toronto for such offences ranging from 
indecent exposure to more violent and 
dangerous behavior. And a_ responsible 
police official declares that for every offence 
that results in an arrest, there are 100 com- 
mitted in which no charge is laid. 

If this is correct it means that in eight 
months there were some 1(),200 sex crimes in 
Toronto, a rate of 15,300 such crimes com- 
mitted in that city per year. 

It would be mere guesswork to say that 
the ratio is comparable in every other 
Canadian city. But it is a fair assumption 
that all across the Dominion such cffences 
are occurring at an alarming rate. The 
problem, then, is not peculiar to Toronto, 
is a matter of urgent nationa! concern. 

It was the discernment and clear-think- 
ing of certain Edmonton women’s organiza- 
tions that first pointed out the need for 
special treatment for sex degenerates. It 
was Edmonton women who, first of all in 
Canada, raised the demand for specialized 
institutions to deal with these people.

That is why the Soviet bloc, which made it 
necessary, opposed its creation and intends 
to ignore it. 
Why the Arab states stood aloof when 
the vote was taken is not explained. Perhaps 
just to be different. Or because they are 
peeved that Palestine is to be partitioned. Or 
because they will not be able to Stage their 
threatened new “revolt in the desert” against 
the United Nations without the Little As- 
sembly promptly doing something about it. 
International issues are always in a state 
of flux. As they change they present differ- 
ent aspects. Frequently nations find it to 
their interest to change their attitudes to 
meet new situations. It will not be strange if 
both the Soviet bloc and the Arab states 
appeal after a while to the Little Assembly 
which they now propose to ignore. 
They will almost certainly do that if 
Britain, France, the United States or China | 
should take a leaf out of Mr. Gromyko’s book

COURTENAY, B.C., Nov. 17.—
